0710 Update 

James Short, C-P Environmental Engineer returned my phone calls. 

The pipeline is a well flow commonline, carrying the flow from wells on the 2U and 2W well 
pads, from the well pads to the Central Processing Facility #2 (CPF#2) at Kuparuk. It is 
part of the production gathering system, and not a DOT regulated pipeline. 



Leak was discovered at 0133 in the moming of Sunday 12/16/2007. Line was Bhut in 
immediately, but required until around noon to depressure and the hazardous atmosphere 
around the leak to disperse, to allow access and evaluatlon. Environmental were 
monitoring explosive limits, benzene and H2S, until levels reached safe limits to allow 
access to the area. 



Leak is from an 8 inch split in the pipeline, at the 8 o'clock position. The CPF#2 was 
having upset conditions, and operations personnel suspect a surge may have been initiated, 
causing the rupture. Preliminary estimates of spill are 102 bbls. 
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The rupture occurred in an area with no acceas road. An ice road is being constructed to 
aite. The primary spill response company, Alaska Clean Seas (7 personnel) is on site, 
along with 15 contract workers and 12 Conoco Phillips responders. An additional 15 
contract clean up workers are in transit. Estimate 50 to 60 personnel will be on site 
working on response today. 



The rupture site has been cleaned, and the insulation has been removed, preparing the site 
for a sleeve. Inspection crews will access shortly. 



Plan for clean up is to reraove as much contaminated snow as possible . Once contaminated 
snow is removed, they will proceed with hot water washes to remove oil from frozen tundra. 



Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation (ADEC) , Wes Ghormley arrived at site 
yesterday and is on site today. 



James Short will follow up with pressure and flowrate of the pipeline, and developments 
through the day.

From the description, the line that leaked is a common line, meaning the combined flow of 
a number of wells, flowing with 3 phase flow, from the well site, to the Central 
Processing Facilities (CPP) .

Governor : 

DOT' s Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your aignature. 
Janice said you had a few queations about it, so I did some research. 

In 1990 Congrees was considering a law reguiring states to enact 
iegislation revoking or suspending the driver'a license of any person 
convicted of a drug offense. The legialation passed by the states would 
have to revoke or suspend the person 's licenee even though the drug 
offenae did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congrese 
attached financial penalties to Federal Highway funda for states that 
failed to comply. 

Many atates were upset with the federal mandate and penalties . States 
pressured Congress for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into 
the bill. The exception appliee if a states' legislature passed a 
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resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor submits (annually) 
a letter statlng opposition to the federal law. 

m Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 1993. HCR 10 expressed 
opposition to the federal law and was intended to preaerve the State' s 
right to decide which laws are most effective to battle illegal drug 
use . 

For the current fiscal year, the total poasible federal sanction would 
be to withhold $21.3 million in National Highway and State 
Transportation construction funds. 

There is one statement in the draf t letter from DOT that is a bit 
confusing. DOT is checking the language in the draf t against the letter 
that was sent in last year. I should have a new draft for you to review 
tomorrow .

WASHINGTON - At Walter Reed Army Medical Center, Ist Lt. Elizabeth 
White-aide listened last week as an Army prosecutor outlined the 
Criminal case againat her. The charges: attempting suicide and 
Bndangering the life of another soldier while serving in Iraq. 
Her hands trembled as Maj . Stefan Wolfe, the prosecutor, argued that 
Whiteside, now a psychiatric outpatient at Walter Reed, should be 
Court-martialed. After seven years of exemplary service, the 25- year- 
Old Army reservist faces the possibility of life in prison if she is 
Tried and convicted. 

Milltary psychiatrists at Walter Reed who examined Whiteside after 
She recovered from a self -inf licted gun wound in the stomach 
Diagnosed her with a severe mental disorder, possibly triggered by 
The stresses of a war aone. But Whiteside' s superiors considered her 
Mental illness "an excuse" for criminal conduct, according to 
Documents obtained by The Washington Post.

In recent months, prodded by outrage over poor conditiona at Walter 
Reed, the Army has made a highly publicized effort to improve

But outaide the Pentagon, the military still often deals with mental 
Health isauea by relying on the judgment of combat-hardened 
Commandera whoae understanding of mental illness is vague or 
Misinformed. The stigma around psychological wounda still can be seen 
In the'smallest of Army policiea. While family members of Soldiera 
Recovering at Walter Reed from physical injuriea are provided free 
Lodging and a per diem to care for their loved ones, families of 
Paychiatric outpatients usually have to pay their own way. 

"It's a diagrace," aaid Tom Whiteside, a former Marine and retired 
Federal law enforcement officer who lost his free houaing after his 
Daughter's' physical wounds had healed enough that she could be moved 
To the psychiatric ward. A charity organization, the Yellow Ribbon 
Fund, provides him with an apartment near Walter Reed so he can be 
Near his daughter.

The PC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last 
month, it stripped out some language several states (including Alaska) 
supported related to veterans mortgage bonds . 

Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the 
federal cap on the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that 
could be iasued by the Alaska Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's 
veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out of funds for 
lending if Congress does not increase the cap. 

Several other states arein a similar position or have other language 
changes they want Congress tb pass into law. The House Ways and Keans 
Committee is planning to try and force the Senate to consider the bill 
again with the provisions back in it. 

These states have drafted a letter to the Chair and Ranking Minority 
Member of the Senate Finance Committee and are asking Governors from 
several states to sign the letter this Monday. With your approval, I 
will work with Larry Persily to get your signature electronically put 
into the letter so it can be delivered to the Senators this coraing 
Monday.

Governor : 



DOT 's Highway Safety Office has drafted a letter for your signature. Janice said you had 
a few guestions about it, so I did some research. 



In 1990 Congress was considering a law requiring states to enact legislation revoking or 
suapending the driver's license of any person convicted of a drug offense. The 
legislation passed by the states would have to revoke or suspend the person' 3 license even 
though the drug offense did not involve driving a car or motor vehicle. Congress attached 
financial penalties to Federal Highway funds for states that failed to coroply. 



Many states were upset with the federal mandate and penalties . States pressured Congress 
for an exception. Finally, an exception was put into the bill. The exception applies if 
a states' legislature passed a resolution opposing the federal law and the Governor 
submits (annually) a letter stating opposition to the federal law. 



In Alaska, the legislature passed HCR 10 in 1993. H CR 10 expressed opposition to the 
federal law and was intended to preserve the State 's right to decide which laws are most 
effective to battle illegal drug use. 



For the current fiscal year, the total possible federal sanction would be to withhold 
$21.3 million in National Highway and State Transportation construction funds. 



There is one statement in the draf t letter from DOT that is a bit confusing. DOT is 
checking the language in the draf t against the letter that was sent in last year. I 
should have a new draft for you to review tomorrow.
